Without Preju- 
ae dice, however, to this, I chink I may allege, 
that as Speculative Notions may prove the Sources 
of Actions extremely detrimental to the State, 
they ought not to be held altogether without 
its Cognizance. Such referved Cafes {cer to be 
! fou] really ynconfiftent with the Jdea of Goucrnment ; 
fince it ig not impoflible, that at fome time or 
other a Notion may fpring up, that /ndependency in 
State, as well as in Church, isa fundamental Right 
of Human Nature which our Anceftors could 
never give wp; and which, therefore, Pofcrity 
may at any time refume ; at leaft, fuch of them 
as fhould conceive a State of Nature preferable 
to a State of Subjedtion, however wifely contriv’d, 
or mildly ciccumftanced. 

Ir we fulfer our Judgments on this Subje& 
tobe guided by the fame Method of Reafoning 
which we make Ufe of to come at Truth in

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which fhew, that Speculative Opinions were held 
Cognizable by the civil AMagiftrate, even in the 
Fudgments of shefe who were the truett Friends 
to Liberty, and the avowed Champions of th: 
Rights of Mankind 

SPARTA and Athens are ufually called the 
Lights of Greece. Under the Coniticution of 
the former Republick, the ftriéteft Laws were 
made to prevent Men from employin: their 
Time in Speculative Difputes, and the fhortctt 
Methods were taken to crufh fuch as cndea- 
vour'd to f{pread Notions contrary to what were 
held at Sparta to be Maxims of State. Rheto- 
ricians, dramatic Poets, and all other Dealers 
in fine Thoughts and fine Language, were pro- 
hibited from exercifing their ‘Talents within 
the Dominion of this State. Originally the 
Spartans, Contented with their Pre-eminence on 
Land, declin'd Afaritime Affairs, and difcou- 
raged any Intercourfe with Strangers. Com- 
peiled by Exigencies of State, they afterwards 
relaxed in this Point; But, asfoon asthe Power 
of Athens was broken, it was held advifeal ¢ to 
recur to their old Afaxims, and to quit rather 
all the Advantages deducible from Commerce, 
than to hazard the Corruption of their A/anners, 
by the Introduction of foreign Cufloms. 

In Athens, though the | eople were free, the 
State was abfolute: All Things which could 
poffibly concern the Publick were cognizable by 
the Courts fertled by the Conftitution. Among 
thefe the Senate of ws particularly had a 
Power of convening before them the Broachers 
of new Dettrines, of examining their Sentiments, 
and of cenfuring them ; and of punifhing their 
Authors, if they ¢ ht fit. The great De- 

s affirms in one of his joys, that to 
his Time that Senate gever any Decree 
which either Plaintiff or Defendant had ju/ 
Reafon to repine at. Tt i true, they afterwaras 
cenfured Socrates, ard even adjudged him to 
capital Punifhment for corrupting the Youth: A 

reat Crime, furely, had it been well proved! 
fore therm too St. Paul was called ix queftion, 
as a Setrer forth of ftrange Gods; and the Man- 
ner in which he was treated proves, that a 
State may have an Eye to Speculative Opinions, 
without configning all whom they examine to 
the Secular Arm. 

In Rome, under her Kings, her Confuls, and 
her Emperors, the fame Authority was both 
claimed and executed. Whena Reprefentation 
had been made to the Senate, that certain fu- 
perRitious Dottrines, and foreign Rites, were 
introduc’d among the People, and had perni- 
cious Effects, the Matter was examin’d, and it 
was ordered, that the Chapel of [fs thould be 
demolifh'd. When this came to be put into 
Execution, there was nobody found who would 
lend an hand to the Work, upon which the 
Conful, laying afide his Robe, took an 4x in his 
Hand, and ftruck it with all his Force into the 
Door. Something of the like Sort was done 
with refpeé to the Books of Numa; and it is 
notorious, that Aftrologers and Fortune-tellers 
were commanded to leave the City, when the 
fuperftitious Notions they propagated began to 
threaten ill Confequences to the State. As to 
the Perfecutions which were raifed againft the 
Chriftians, they too were built upon the fame 
Maxim; and the chicf Caufe of their Rigour 
was, that Doffrines and Praétices were imputed 
to the Di‘ciples of Chrift, which were not onl 
contrary to the Religion of the Empire, but alfo 
impious, and morally evil in themfelucs, fach as 
the Chriftians from their very Hearts defpifed, 
and from the Gdinm of which they were more 
careful to free themfelves, than from all the Tar- 
ments their Enemies could invent. 

In our own Country, not to fpeak of ancient | 
Times preceding the Reformation, or of thofe | 
between that Period and rhe Revolution, we 





have feen the fame Power both claim'’d and 
exercis’d, as mot expedient only, but even 
neceflary for the Prefeiwation of the State. To 
defcend a little into Particulars: The Speemlit - 

tive Opinions of the Papifts have not only been 
condemn’d as Unchriftian and Irrational, but 
the Profeifors of rhem fubjected to grcat Penal 
tes, on account of the apparent Repugnancy of 
their Tenets to the Confticution of their Country 

On the other hand, Protefant Diffenters have, 
fince that ‘Time, becn relioved from the Preffures 
they labour’d under before, Again, fince the 
A& of Toleration, a Stature hath been maie ce 
fubject to grievous Penalties fuch as propagated 
imp'ous Opinions; whence i: is clear, that ace 
cording to our Conftitution, the Legiflature 
ways had, and ftil) nach, a Power to take Cog- 
nizance of {uch Opinions as may in their Conie- 
quences prove decrimental to the Common-queat. 
df I am not much miftaken, it hath been held, 
that by the Common Laqy Perfons might be re- 
ftrain’d from publickly teaching /mpicty : [have 
therefore, I hope, made it clear, that the very 
beft Governments hive cunceiv'd it fir to inrers 
_~ where the Subjetts might be in Danger of 
cing feduc'd from the Patis of Reafon, as well 

as where they might be liable to any other 44 
of Violence or Injury. 

As this is a very nice and tender Subje@, I 
defire it may. be obterv’d, thar I have offered 
nothing in Hecncsiea, much lefs in Support, 
ot inguifitory Proceedings, or violent Perfecution, 
All 1 nave afierted is, that both Reafon and 
Experience concur in fhewing, tha: States ought 
to have, and always have had, a Power of exa- 
mining and of @nfuring, where juft Caufe ap- 


_.Pear'd, fuch Speslative Notions as, if general y 


recefv'd, might infflf"Ace Men to becoine bad 
SubjeGs, notwithitanding fuch Opinions might 
be ufher"d int the World under the moft {pe- 
cious Pretences; fuch as being direétly de 
ducible from the Divine Law, or the Laws of 
natural Reafon. I haye been led to this, not 
fiom any Inclination to frggett the Neceity of 
new Laws to reftrain tlic Liberty of the Prefs, or 
the Liberty of Speech which we enjoy, but with 
a View to juftity the prefemt Government from 
fome Afperfions thrown upon it without the 
leaft Foundation, on account of Books publith'd, 
injurious to the Chriftian Religion. It is clear 
from what I have advanc’d, that the Magifrates, 
by the Laqws in being, are vefted with Power to 
punifh open and avow'd Blafpbemies ; and cherie 
fore none have a Right to infinuate any En- 
couragement or Connivance at fuch Offences, if 
they do not feek fuch Redrefs as the Conftitution 

allows. On the other Side, there are nor a few 
who are offended with the Protefion afforded ta 
what they are pleafed to file Superfition. Ae 
thefe Men pretend to Reafon with all due Re 
fpeet to the Word of God, and the Laws of the 

Land, it is but juft that they fhould be anfwer'd 
coolly, and fhewn their Alifake It is theree 
fore * be hoped, that if a Perfon who hee 
made it his Glory to defend the Civil Efablib- 
ment of his Country, fhould likewife attempt to 

vindicate the Honour of our National Religion, 

as a Chriftian and Proteftant Church, he might 

be heard with Calmnefs and Candour, and 

without any Imputations of being fecretly ade 
diéted either to Pris/tcraft or Infidelity, if no~ 
thing tending to cither fhould appear in his 

Writings. Thus much I have thought eo 
to fay here, as coming within the Compa/s of a 

Paper; the farther Profecution of this Matter 

will require greater Scope; and therefore I fhall 

refer it toa Haine Work, which, I intend, thal] 

appear in a proper Time.

Conrier arrived at Petersburg the 25th of 
February, from Velt Marfhal Count Mu- 
nich, with Advice, that the ‘Tartar Chams of 
Crimea and Budziak, with about go oF 50,000

near the River Done:z towards Ifum, Ten 
thoufand of them, commanded by Kalga Sul- 
tan, a Relation of the Cham of Crimea, at- 
ticked on the 15th Inftant the Ruffian Lines, 
but were repulfed by Lieutenant General Doug- 
la‘s; and Major Generals Filofofe and Spiegel, 
after having loft 5 or 600 Men, and the Kalga 
Sultan's Standard and Baggage. As a Body of 
Ruflian Troops commanded by Velt Marthal 
Munich were purfuing the flying Tartars when 
the Couwier came away, another is daily ex- 
pected with a more particular Account. | 
The Letters from /ienna bring nothing new 
relating te Count Seckendorff, only that he has 
exhibited fome Charges againft other Generals, 
who, ‘tis faid, are alfo to pafs through an Exa- 
mination. The Great Duke of Tufcany having 


interceded with the Emperor in favour of Major 


General Doxat, we are aflured, that his Im- 
perial Majefty made Anfwer, ‘That he could 
not help making an Example of him upon this 
Occafion, ro engage the Officers hereafter not 
ro neglect their Duty. 

A Duel was lately fought in the Suburbs of 
Vienna, between an Ofhcer in the Service of 
the Emperor, and one Durand, a Native of 
Lyons. The former, who is the Son of Cremer, 
the late Agent of the Cyancery in Bohemia, 
and called himfelf Cremeri, is a Captain En- 

ineer. The fecond was Aid de Camp to tlie 
Farthal de Villars in Italy, and has been feveral 
Years at Vienna, on Pretence that he durft 


“not return to France, becaufe he had killed 


fome Officers in a Duel. Laft Year he made 
the Campaign in quality of a Voluntier ; but 
his Delight was Gaming, which bas bzen the 
Caufe of his Misfortune. Having won 2 con-~ 
fiderable Sum of Capt. Crimeri, it happen’d 
that they met one another afterwards at tive 
Opera, when the Frenchman, purcly from the 
natural Prejudice of that Nation againft an, 
thing that wasnot French, took it into his Head 
to find fault with both the Piay and the Actors. 
Crimeri, who did not forget the Money he had 
loft to him, took their Part with a great deal of 
Warmth, and his Adverfary was as hot in ac- 
cufing them, fo that they both drew their 
Swords; but the Count de Schlick, a Member 
ot the Royal Council of Bohemia, interpofed 
and pacify"dthem. Mean time the Affair being 
talk’d of abroad,- the Imperial Captain receiv’d 
a Ne exeat domo, and the Frenchman would have 
been confined by an Order of the fame Nature, 
if he had not put himfelf under the Proteétion 
of the Marquis de Mirepoix, the Ambaflador 
of France. Not many Days after this, he fnt 
a Challenge to Capt. Crimeri to meet him at 
fuch a Time and Place. TheCaptain, in Dif- 
obedience to his lawful Officer, and in Spite of 
the Arreft that he was put under, made out to 
the Place: appointed, to which Durand came in 
a Poft Chaife. They had agreed to fight with 
Piftols. The Imperial Officer, in Refpe& to 
the Foreigner, gave him Leave to fire his two 
Piftols frit, which having miffed him, he fir’d 
in his Turn, and mortally wounded him in the 
Breaft. The Frenchman finding himfelf thor, 
drew his Sword and clapping his Hand upon 
the Wound, ftabbed the Imperial Officer in the 
Rim of his Belly. The latter is fince retir’d 
to the Convent of St. Francis de Paul, but the 
Frenchman diced the fame Day at 9 o'clock in the 
Evening. 

_ By other Letters, fince the above, we are 
informed, that the Chevalicr Durand had the 
remarkable Precaution before he went to be 
knock’d on the Head, to make his laft Will and 
Teftament, in which in cafe of Death, he made 
a Settlement of his Eftate in France, and left a 
Legacy of a Hundred Ducats to Captain Cri- 
meri, if the latter had the good Luck to kill 
him on the Spot. His Corpfe was interred in 
the Church-yard fer apart for rhofe who die 
by the Hands of the Hangman. His Valet de 
Chambre had indeed made Provifion for his 
being bury‘d in the Metropofitan Church of 





St. Stephen ; but the Emperor being inform'd 
of it, forbad ir, and ‘twas merely a ipecial A& 
of Favour, tha: his Mayefty permitted him to 
be interred in the Church-yard juft now men- 


tioned. Captain Crimeri is ftill living, and is 
like to recover. “T'is faid the Emperor has pub- 
lithed as fevere an Edi@ againft Duels, as thofz 
that are publifh’d in France and Denmark. 

Letters from Leghorn, contradict the News 
that the Marquis Hyacinto Paoli was killed by 
an advanced Guard of the Genoefe, and on the 
contrary report, that he has caufed a Manilefto 
to be publifhed, exhorting the Corfican Maic- 
contents to die with Sword in Hand, rather 
than to retura under the Dominion of the Re- 
publick of Genoa. The Mafters of feveral 
Ships, both French and Dutch, that are ar- 
rived from Corfica, confirm, that the Malecon- 
tents have not taken the Red Ifland, and that 
the fame, together with the Fort built in ir, are 
{till in the Hands of the Genoefe. 

A Letter from Paris takes Notice, that fince 
Cardinal Fleury has been on the mending Hand, 
there is not fo much Caballing as there was be- 
tween the Parties of the Orleans and Bourbon- 
Conde Familics for fupplying the Vacancies, if 
the Cardinal fhould drop, and that his Eminency 
has fome Thoughts now of appoi ting his own 
Succeffor, who, they fay, will be the Arch- 
bifhop of Tours. Mean time the News of his 
Recovery has railed the French India Com- 
pany’s Stock to 1985. 

They write from the Hague, that the Council 
of State had fent to the Governors and Com- 
manders of ali Towns and Places, whether upon 
the Barriers or io che Generality, a Refolution 
of the States General, by whch their High 
Mightineffes eftablifh and ordain, as a gencral 
and permanent Law, that all Military Officers 
in the Service of their High Mightineffs, who 
at the time of their being admitted Officers did 
make Prof-ffion of the true reform’d Religion, 
and fhall quit the fame to embrace the Romifh 
Religion, and all who fhall marry Wives of 
this fat Religion, fhall, ipfo facto, be depyiv'd 
of their Military Employments.

On Sunday laft the Body of a Man of about 
twenty-fix Years old, five Foot high, had on 
a fuperfine Afh-colour Cloth Coat, and black 
G m Waiftcoat, was found drown’d, fup- 
os to have fallen by Accident into the Bafon 

the Earl of Tinley’s Park at Wanfted in 
Effex, and was carried to the George at Wan- 
fied to be viewed in order to be own'd. 

The fame Night fome Rogues got into Mr. 
Foxall’s Gatden in Alderfgate-ftreet near Little- 
Britain, and took down fome fine Leader Pots 


' from the Wall, cut a great Length of the Pipe, 


and were preparing to carry ail off, but were 
luckily difcover'd by a Gentleman in Crofs. Key 
Court, who feiz'd one of the Feliows, and called 
out for Help, upon which the others made their 
Efcape. He who was feized was carried before 
the Lord Mayor, who committed him to the 

pter, and “tis er he will turn Evi- 
dence, which will probably difperf a Gang 
who have lately infefted that Quarter. 

On Satnrday laft a Gentleman, who lodg'd 
at a Bagnio in Newgate-ftrect, bought a Parcel 
of valuable China at a Shop, which he order’d 
to be pack’d up in a Basket, and fent to his 
Lodging, which was accordingly done; when 
the Meffenger came to the Bagnic, a Woman 
very well drefled (who ‘tis fuppofed had heard 
the Directions giver) met him pat within the 





Door, and taking the Basket, defir'd him to 
ftep to the Salutation Tavern, and bid her 
Husband come home immediately ; but fhe car- 
ried off the Basket before the Man returned, 
and has not been heard of fince.

6. Gill Smith, an Apothecary, for the Mur- 
der of his Wife in St. George's Fields. 

7. Anne Gondfon, fer the Murder of her 
Husband, by ftabbing him in the Leg with a 
Pen-knife, of which Wound he died in an Hour. 

8. Daniel Moyln, for robbing Mr. Jones 
on the High-way, in North-ficld, Camberwell, 
of 6 d. in Silver, and 4 d. Half penny in 
Copper. 

9, Io, 11, 12. Henry Kelly, George Green 
alias Henry Greenwood, John Ryley, and 
Timothy Cofgrave, for divers Robberies and 
Felonies, on the Oath and Information of James

15. Mary Afford, for receiving fundry 
Goods, known to be flolen, whi. h Goods were 
the Property of Mr. Sidwell ; and for the fteal- 
ing thereof John Dixon was caft thefe Affizes. 
—The Capital Conviction of this Woman is a 
rare Inftance, but a good onc; for if fome few 
of thofe Pawnbrokers were made Examples of, 
we fhould find but few Thieves; for tho’ it 
may he too harfh to fay that they make Rogues, 
it is a mild Cenfure to charge them with encou- 
raging them in the Continuation of their evil 
Practices, 

Laft Tuefday Night the Women on the 
common Side in Newgate attempted to break 
out of their Apartment, by curting the Iron 
Bars of the Window with a Saw, hoping from 
thence to make their Efcape by the Affiftance of 
a Leaden Pipe which fupplies the Gaol with 
Warer; but were overheard by one of the 
Turnkeys, who prevented their Defign (tho’ 
they had cut one of the Main Bars in two) and 
upon examining the Prifoners, it appearing that 








one of the Pfons lately committed for Coining, 
and two others, were the Ring:leaders, hey 
were removed to the Condema'd Hold. 

Late on Tuefday Nighte laft, as two Coair- 
women were cleaning out the Houfe of Mr. 
Thomas Gibton, a ‘Tanner in Mill-ftreet, fome 
body knocked at the Door, which the two Wo- 
men unadvifedly opened, and two Men rufhed 
in upon them, and fwore, if they either fticred 
or cried out, that they would inftantly kill chem; 
fo they ftood mure and ftill, and one of the Men 
ftood with the Women, while the other went 
directiv to the Buffer, and took our rhe Plate 
to above Twenty Pounds Value, and went off 
with it, Next Morning Mr. Gibton took 
up one James Moore, a Servant he turn’d off 
fome Days before, and had him fecured only 
on Sufpicion, by his going {> dire&lly to the 
Place where the Place was; the Feilow bein 
in Cuflody, con‘effed the Fact, and eld the 
Conflable where ir lay, fo they went in a 
Coach to Kevin's Fields, and fiund a Tan- 
kard of Ten Pounds Value in a Ditch where 
he had buried it; fo he now lies in Newgate. 
He won’s confefs where the reft is. 

Lait Tucfday Mr. i Johnfoa of Chelica, 
was married at the College Chapel to Mrs. 
Mathews of that Town, on which Occafion 
there was a handfome Entertainment at the 
Valiant Trooper at, Chelfea: As foon as the 
Dinner was over, Mr. —— going to falure 
his Wife, and the reft of che Gentlewomen, on 
a fudden fell down on the Floor and diced im- 
mediately. About fix Weeks fince the faid 
Gentlewoman was married ro Mr. Mathews, 
who died in his Bed the firft Night after their 
Marriage. 

On Saturday laft between Four and Five in 
the Afternoon, the Rev. Dr. Puchol was robb’d 
by two Foot-pads, dre‘s’d like Sailors, of two 
Guineas and four Shillings in Silver, near 
Plaiftow in Effex. About che fame time Mr. 
Tomas Prefton was robb'd of thirty Shillings, 
and, had it not been for a Company that came 
by, the Rogues were going to tie them to a 
Tree. . 

They write from Morpeth, that by the Dili- 
gence of the Magiftrates of that Corporation, 
an entire Stop has been put to Barbers exercifin 
their Trade, and People’s frequenting ublick 
Houfes on the Lord's Day, they being deter- 
min’d to fine all Offeaders of that kind. 

We hear from Dorking in Surrey of the fol- 
lowing melancholy Accident in that Neigh- 
bourhood, viz. That as a great-number of Ke- 
lations and Friends were affembled together to 
pay the laft Office to a deceafed Acquaintance, 
as they were nailing up the Coffin the Fioor on 
a fudden broke down, and the Roof of the 
Houfe fell in, by which Cafualty two Perfons 
were killed upon the Spot, ‘everal had their 
Limbs broke, and many more were dange- 
roufly wounded and maimed in a moft terrible 
manner.

At the Affizes at Nettingham, William Read- 
ing, for Horfe-ftealing ; and James Giddins, for 
the Highway ; were ordered tor Execution. 

At the Affizes at Derby, Richard Woodward, 
for the Highway ; and John Moreton, for Deer- 
ftealing, received Sentence of Death. 

We are told from Hertford, that on Wed- 
nefday laft were executed there two hardened 
Wrerches, viz. Rimfon and Lovell (who about 
two Years fince broke out of Northampron Gaol, 
and then went by the Names of Slater and 
Collins.) The Account given of ‘em by the 
Rev. Mr. Hallows, who attended them, 1s, 
That they had made a wretched End, = 
able to their wretched Lives; and particularly 
Rimfon ; who, to the very laft, declared that he 
would not forgive the Gaoler of St. Albans, and 
threaten’d to appear to him after Death, aod 
that fhould he (Rimfon) go to Heaven, he 
would never fuffer Gilber to come rhere, but 
would fhut the Gate upon him ; nor could all 
that the above Reverend Divine faid, convince 


him of the Heinoufnefs aod Danger of dying >

fach an uncharitable and malicious Temper of 
Mind. P ; 

We hear from Ware in Hertfordhire, that 
a very odd Funeral was performed there lait 
Friday, viz. an eminent Tradefman of that 
Place having loit by Death a fsvourite Mare, 
which he had-for many Years, in confidcration 
of her good Services, he made a grand Burying 
for her, and invited near three hundred People 
to it; the Gentleman and his Lady going next 
the Carcafe, as Chief Mourners, followed by the 
r ft of the Company, two and two; and abour 
Four o’clock She was interred in Hai:-Lane- 
Field near that Town, with great Pomp: After 
which’they return’d to the Gentleman's Houfe, 
where he and his Lady treated them with 
Plumb Cake and ftrong Beer, and = a 
great Concern for the Lofs of fo valuable a 
Creature. 

Reading, March 13. Laft Week the Bones 
of a Man, fuppofed to have been murdered, 
were found in a Pit adjoining to Hog Coppice, 
in the Parith of Bradficld: Thefe Bones were 
fit difcovereg by a Labourer, who while his 
Companion went to Dinner was walking to and 
fro, and (pying a Crab-tree growing in the Pit, 
from whence he thought he might cut two or 
three Swingles, he went into the Pit, when, to 
his Surprize, he faw a Hat lying underneath the 
Bufhes. He foon laid hold on it, and perceiv’d 
that it covered the Scull of a Man, and rhat the 
whole Skeleton lay beneath the Bufh. The 
poor Man was ftartled at the Sight, and went 
and called, others to fee it, who took up the 
Bones and carried them to an adjoining Ale- 
houfe. It isfaid when they took him up, the 
Bones of his Fe-t were in his Shoes, and that 
there was a Pair of Silver Buckles in the 
Straps. 

Since this Accident, a Story goes current, 
that about 12 Months ago a Perfon came into an 
Alehoufe hard by, and enquired for a Lodging : 
The Landlord of the Houfe being then upon 
Removing, had pack'd up his Beds, and fo 
could not conveniently comply with his Requeft : 
But John Wingfield being then in the Houfe 
offered him a Bed, which the Stranger accepted, 
but was never afterwards heard of. 

We hear from Reading, that on Monday 
Night laft Samuel] Thompion, Efy; received a 
Letter from ------ Wingheld, now at Londen, 
Brother to the late infamous John Wingficld, 
convicted at the laft Affizes tor Reading ; pro- 
mifing, that if he would forthwith come to him 
in London to a certain Place there mentioned, 
and procure his Majefty’s moft gracious Pardon, 
h¢ would make a full Difcovery of all the Per- 
fons concerned in fetting Fire to his Barn, of 
committing the horrid Murder of the Man 
found at Bradfield, and of all thofe other wicked 
Practices that have been for fometime tranfaéted 
in thofe Parts. 

Gloucefter, Mar. 18. Laft Tueiday Night 
Mr. Hinton of South-Cerny, a Gentleman of 
1co |. pet Annum, who was upon the Point of 
Marriage, coming from Minty, fell from his 
Horfe, into the Mill-pond at Cofly’s Mill, in 
the Parith of Somerford, and was drown’d.
